TRINIDAD 


| The legacy of the "February Revolution" continues to surface in Trinidad. During 
the last two years a political group, the National Union of Freedom Fighters (NUFF), 
have been accussed of bank robberies, armed hold ups, shooting of policemen and 
other criminal activities. Early in September Mr. Eustace Bernard, Commissioner of 
Police, declared in a Press Conference that ''the police are searching for guerrillas 

) purely as criminals and not as members of any political party or group''. Most of the 
acknowledged leaders of NUFF have been either killed or arrested. Sporadic activities 

| by NUFF still continue but the group seems to have weakened, 

The following manifesto was issued by NUFF last February when assuming respon- 

sibility for the robbery of TT $128, 000 at the Barclays Bank: 


‘'The foreign investor through his local agents, the Williams 
Government and Police Force and local big business, is presently 
bringing off endless rope against the people. 
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We have only to notice the skyrocketing cost of living, 
widespread unemployment, increasing acts of violence by the 
police (especially the most scrunting elements) and the conti- 
nued exploitation of our labour, to realise this. 

Our society continues to remain organised to serve the 
interests of the privileged few rather than to bring benefits 
to the majority of our people. The foreign investor is the 
big man in this set-up and is present in the form of the oil 
companies e.g. AMOCO Texaco, the banks (Barclays, Nova 
Scotia), big industry (Neal and Massy, Dunlop), the insurance 
firms (American Life)and in all major areas of distribution. 

His aim is, and has always been, to rob and exploit, and 
he has been at this for centuries. 

The continuous resistance of this foreign oppression which 
our people has always waged from the days of chattel slavery 
has however forced this bandit to modify his methods somewhat. 
It was the workers struggle led by Butler in the 1937-39 period 
which wrung from the ''Man'"' whatever minor concessions (e.g. 
1962 Independence) granted us at present. 

The ''Man'' has always been careful, however, to retain 
control over the most important aspect of our lives, production. 
Realising that direct exploitation could endanger his position of 
dominance, the Man"! has created a special class of local 
exploiters consisting of government officials and big local 
capitalists whose task is to manage the political, social and 
cultural methods of exploitation which have replaced direct 
exploitation. 

The rope arm of this whole group of oppressors is the 
police force. Our attempts to effect the changes denied us in 
the years following 1962, in 1970 by largely peaceful means, 
were met with ruthless suppression, injury and death. 

Since then the state police machinery has been expanded and 
aspecialised anti- people force (the SSS) developed. 

Its brutality has been perfected and openly tested as 
evidenced by the James Brown incident in February 1972; the 
Pele incident in September, 1972; and more lately the western 
style execution of a scrunting citizen at St. Ann's in January, 
LO; 

Williams has come out in Parliament and openly supported 
the actions of his ropemen so we can expect these acts to con- 
tinue and increase in future, Our actions today seek to direct 
our peoples struggle against foreign domination to new heights 
and to lead it to the final and total overflow of the foreigner and 
his local stooges. 

We anticipate endless dreadness for the people if things 
continue as they are and we understand that there can be no 
solutions to any of our problems while the important areas 
of our lives are controlled from abroad. 
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We also understand that the only way to stand up against 
and defeat the violence of the oppressing minority is greater 
violence on the part of the people. The ''Man'" and his local 
agents will brand our actions banditry and us bandits because 
we have attacked him and relieved him of some of the wealth 
that rightfully belongs to the people. 

In the hands of the people it will be used to strengthen and 
spread armed resistance to achieve total liberation from foreign 
exploitation. Our roots lie deep among the most opressed 
groups of our people (workers, unemployed farmers, students, 
housewives) and nothing the 'Man''does will prevent his final 
overthrow. 

We have learnt well from our 1970 experiences. The 
selflessness and dedication of our fighters point to the ex- 
istence of a new type of individual who is prepared as brother 
Hillary Valentien and brother Joel De Masia were, to die in | 
order to achieve true liberation. | 

We call on all popular progressive organisations in our | 


society to unite so that we can rally the broadest possible 
forces in order to intensify the people's armed resistance. 
There can be no other strategy! Our armed resistance is | 
to support and strengthen all present areas of struggle by 
the people. | 
The struggle of the workers in general against the exploi- | 
tation of the foreigner, and particularly the struggle of the | 
workers in the oil industry against the threatened CIA des- ) 
truction of their union. The struggle of the farmers throughout | 
the country and particularly of those in the sugar belt against | 
Tate and Lyle Williams' oppression; the struggle of the | 
unemployed and underemployed against the all-out effort of the ) 
"Man'' to deprive them of the right to live; the struggle of the 
housewives and children against daily hardships. 
| Further we support all struggles of oppressed peoples 
| throughout the world, and particularly those being waged by 
| our Caribbean brothers and sisters. True Caribbean unity 
1s a necessity and will only be achieved through the collective 
armed resistance of the people in the region, against the divide 
and rule strategy of the foreign exploiter. 
We are one people, The enemy now appears big an strong 
and the armed resistance of the people small and weak, but by 
| taking advantage of the enemy's money weaknesses, the armed 
) resistance of the people will expand and grow strong. 
Final victory will belong to the people.

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Last September in a typed, undated communication directed to a Trinidad newspaper 
Express, NUFF stated clearly its aims: 


Democracy does not exist in Trinago, the electoral 
procedure will be null and void for all opposing parties. 
But it is not on this ground alone that we conduct armed 
political struggle. 

History has proven that capitalism, and its inter- 
national forces, imperialism, through the force of a 
people under arms, can be rendered impotent. This is 
our central task. 

Our interest is not only a change of government but, 
more so, a drastic change in the economic system under 
which we buckle. That we choose violence as avehicle 
through which political activity must take place, and 
political power realised, is to us a scientific and legitimate 
programme, ™

Mr. Kari Hudson-Phillips resigned as Attorney-General on his return from the 
conference ''World Peace through Law" in the Ivory Coast after Prime Minister Dr. 
Eric Williams refused to grant him an audience. Mr, Hudson-Phillips in his letter 
of resignation commented...''While I can take a hint lam very disappointed that you 
were unable to see me. I came in peace. While I was away from Trinidad and Tobago 
[ learnt with great deal of surprise and pain the strictures and criticisms you thought 
it necessary to direct against me. 

I have no doubt that you did so after being advised and after some consideration on 
your part. I wish to express my deepest regret that the efforts which I have been 
making on behaif of the party and indeed on your behalf have been so terribly misunder- 
stood and misconstrued. | 

What has been seen as an attempt to challange was intended in fact, to boast and 
bolster you.Sinister motives have been attributed to honest and genuine, you may think 
misguided, attempts to reactivate the party and to refurbish your image. " 

In the same letter Mr. Hudson-Phillips withdrew his nomination for the post of 
chairman of the People's National Movement because 'it will not do the party any good 
at all at this stage and be faced with the prospect of a chairman in whom the political 
leader has no confidence".

Dr. Eric Williams announced at the Fifteenth Annual Convention of the People’s 
National Movement {PNM) on September 28 his intention of neither accepting the 
nomination for the party leadership nom nominating. or endorsing a succesar tor the post. 

In a two-hour address Dr. Williams mentioned as reasons for his departure of the

political scenario his disillutionment with the failure of Car ibbean integration, politic® 
life and attitudes in Trinidad- Tobago and the failure of the PNM to achieve its major 
objectives, often because of the non-cooperation of parliamentary colleagues to comply 
with party policy. 
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Democratic Action Congress termed it as a "palace intrigue’. Catholic Archbishop 
Rev. Anthony Pantin referred to it as "inevitable'’ and observed that "he is certainly a 
man who has worked hard, and we have to be grateful to him for this". Mr. Vernon 
Jamadar, leader of a faction of the Democratic Labour Party remarked that "I would 
rather wait until after the Fifteenth Annual Convention of the PNM" to make any 
comments, Mr. Lloyd Best, secretary general of the Tapia Movemente, decleared 
‘''Whatever the meaning of Dr. Williams' testament of despair, it 
amounts to a defeat for our struggling young nation because of the 
golden promise of the old national movement has ended in futility. | 
Having painted himself into a corner, Dr. Williams will now exist 
from the stage of history as the ultimate mimic man, impotent, 
unable to rescue either his dignity or ours. 
The manner of the exit is also increditly irresponsible not only 
because it heightens anxieties about a military resolution of the 
crisis but even more fundamentally, because his interpretation of 
the party, the movement, the nation and indeed, to the Caribbean 
people as a whole.
